5 allegations revealed In killing of Tyshawn Lee

This week, authorities charged 22-year-old 
gang member Dwright Boone-Doty with 
pulling the trigger in the execution-style kill- 
ing of 9 -year-old Tyshawn Lee in a South Side 
alley last November. The allegations laid out 
in court were absolutely chilling. Even veteran 
law enforcement officers were amazed by the 
cruelty 

Here are the five most disturbing allega- 
tions: 

1. Boone-Doty bragged about shooting the 
boy: In cooperation with Chicago pofice de- 
tectives, an inmate secretly recorded his con- 
versations with Boone-Doty who implicated 
himself in the killing of Tyshawn. Boone- 
Doty has been in Cook County Jail since 
mid-November on an unrelated gun charge. 

Boone-Doty laughed as he described to the 
other inmate how he shot Tyshawn execution- 
style in the head, prosecutors alleged in court. 

2. Boone-Doty had plans to torture Tyshawn: 

Prosecutors said that Boone-Doty had origi- 


nally planned to torture Tyshawn by cutting 
off his fingers and ears, and that he’d also writ- 
ten a rap song about the slaying. 

“I don’t think I have ever been more dis- 
gusted and appalled by such inhumanity,” 
Cook County State’s Attorney Anita Alvarez 
said Tuesday at a news conference at police 
headquarters. 


3. Tyshawn was lured away from the park: 

Boone-Doty had lured Tyshawn out of Dawes 
Park, where the boy was playing basketball, by 
asking him if he wanted to go to the store and 
saying he’d buy him whatever he wanted, pros- 
ecutors said. 

Tyshawn was then lured to the alley in the 
8000 block of South Damen Avenue where he 


was shot repeatedly according to prosecutors. 

4. Boone-Doty had gunned down Brianna Jen- 
kins weeks earlier: In a gang-related incident, 
Boone-Doty spotted a rival gang member sit- 
ting in a car next to 19 -year-old Brianna Jen- 
kins. He exited his vehicle and opened fire at 
the rival and Jenkins, shooting and killing her, 
according to prosecutors. 

Boone-Doty said he shot Jenkins “because 
she started screaming,” prosecutors said. 

5. A gang feud led to Tyshawn’s slaying: The 

killing of Tyshawn was part of an ongoing 
gang war between the Black P Stones faction 
and KUla Ward, a branch of the Gangster Dis- 
ciples. Tyshawn’s father was an alleged KiUa 
Ward member, according to a law enforcement 
source. 

Boone-Doty Corey Morgan and a third sus- 
pect took to the streets after Morgan’s mother 
was wounded in a gang-related shooting to get 
revenge for the “breach of unwritten gang pro- 
tocol,” according to prosecutors, story reported

NHL: NO PUNISHMENT FOR KANE

Just over four months after an Erie County; 
N.Y., prosecutor closed a sexual assault in- 
vestigation into Blackhawks winger Patrick 
Kane without any charges filed against Kane, 
the NHL concluded its separate investigation 
of the matter and concluded the allegations 
against Kane were “unfounded.” 

According to a statement the league re- 
leased Wednesday Kane met with Commis- 
sioner Gary Bettman on Monday in New 
Yjrk and will face no punishment from the 
league. 

“The National Hockey League announced 
[Wednesday] that it has completed its inde- 
pendent review of the Patrick Kane matter, 
the final stage of which included an in-per- 
son meeting between Kane and Commis- 
sioner Gary Bettman in New York on Mon- 
day, March 7,” the statement said. “Based on 
its review, including the determination made 
by the Erie County District Attorney not to 
pursue charges, the NHL has concluded that 
the allegations made against Kane were un- 
founded. The League considers the matter 


closed and will have no further comment.” 

Following a three-month investigation, 
Erie County prosecutor Frank Sedita III said 
he would not file charges against Kane after 
a woman claimed Kane sexually assaulted her 
at his home in western New York on Aug. i. 


At the time, Sedita said he noticed problems 
with the allegations and said “this so-called 
‘case’ is rife with reasonable doubt.” 

After Sedita closed the investigation, the 
NHL opened its own review of the case, 
which has taken until now to complete.

Colorado struggles to 
educate pot tourists

You’re in Colorado, where recreational mari- 
juana is legal. You decide to indulge and eat a 
weed brownie. (First one since college!) 

Nothing seems to happen. You can stiU reel 
off the state capitals and hold a coherent con- 
versation, and an entire bag of salt-and-vinegar 
potato chips doesn’t sound particularly tasty 
So you eat another brownie. 

And then— blam! Anxiety Sweats. Panic. 
Heart palpitations. And your vacation takes an 
unwelcome turn to the emergency room. 

Another potential outcome, of course, is 
that you have an extraordinarily fiin night and 
play video games. But the more dramatic sce- 
nario has happened with increased regularity, 
according to a Northwestern doctor’s study 
published last month in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

Out-of-state visitors to Colorado emer- 
gency rooms for marijuana-related symptoms 
accounted for 163 per 10,000 visits in 2014, up 
from 78 per 10,000 visits in 2012, according 
to research published by Dr. Howard Kim, a 
Northwestern research fellow and emergency 
medicine physician. 

The 109 percent increase far outpaced the 
44 percent increase among Colorado residents 
since the state’s recreational marijuana sales 
began Jan. i, 2014. 

Kim, who was a resident at the University 
of Colorado when the research began, didn’t 
study how marijuana was consumed by pa- 
tients who showed up in his emergency room 
with mostly gastrointestinal, psychiatric and 
cardiovascular issues. But the most likely cause, 
he said, was edible marijuana, and tourists’ lack 
of understanding about dosing themselves. 


“It’s not like emergency rooms are being 
overwhelmed by visits from out-of-state tour- 
ists,” Kim said. “But the trend is significant.” 

With 426 retail cannabis outlets across the 
state as of Feb. i, according to the Colorado 
Department of Revenue, educating visitors 
has been a challenge on a number of levels, said 
Mike Van Dyke, who monitors the potential 
health impacts of legaUzed marijuana for the 
Colorado Department of PubUc Health and 
Environment. 

The biggest difficulty has been educating 
tourists about marijuana edibles. With public 
smoking prohibited and only retail shops sell- 
ing marijuana, visitors are often left to indulge 
in marijuana edibles for a high. But most peo- 
ple have no idea how to properly dose them- 
selves and fail to reaUze the unique potency of 
Colorado marijuana until it’s too late. 

Van Dyke, who contributed to Kim’s re- 
search, runs a marijuana education project 
called Good to Know (goodtoknowcolorado. 
com), but he suspects it’s been more effective 
with Colorado residents than tourists. 

“There’s a perception that marijuana is com- 
pletely harmless, but there are plenty of health 
effects that go along with marijuana use,” he 
said. “Trying to get the message across that this 
isn’t a completely harmless drug is a challenge.” 

As with most things, being a responsible pot 
tourist is incumbent on the individual traveler. 
Educate yourself on Colorado marijuana law 
Know that eating professionally cultivated 
marijuana is more of a long game than a sudden 
high. And because marijuana can’t be smoked 
in hotels, consider renting accommodations 
via Airbnb or VRBO, where there are fewer 
restrictions. 
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Off Color Brewing’s War! ale

Chew Spit. Brew That’s how ancient Peruvian 
brewers, a job reserved for royal beauties, may 
have done it. Based off archeological discov- 
eries of brewing customs from thousands of 
years ago in southern Peru, the Field Museum 
and Off Color Brewing partnered on Wari 
ale brewed with purple corn. Though ladies 
hawking up masticated corn isn’t exactly the 
way we brew today (more on that later), the 
limited-edition beer is a unique — and spit- 
free —purple color that’s worth a sip. 

Brewed with Peruvian purple corn and 
molle berries, or pink peppercorns, Wari is 
surprisingly tart and acidic, like fresh-picked 
raspberries. The fruity peppercorns are most 
prevalent at the front, and it finishes with a 
funky bread-hke flavor. 

The beer is inspired by an ancient Peru- 
vian brewery built on a mountain by the Wari 
Empire between 600 and 1050 AD. Field 
Museum researchers uncovered the site, 
which hosted lavish parties and feasts. After 
excavating relics with corn and molle berry 
residue, researchers believe the Wari people 
used these ingredients to brew a more flavor- 
ful chicha, or traditional corn beer native to 
South and Central America. 

In ancient times, some evidence suggests. 


the beer-making damsels brought in other 
women to chew up some of the corn and spit 
it into the brew. 

“The I percent were paying ladies to chew 
up the corn and spit it out,” said Off Color 
co-founder John Laffler, adding that enzymes 
in human spit help break down starches in 
the corn. “[Researchers] found the skulls of 
these women, and their back molars were 
completely worn away” 

No molars were harmed in the process of 
brewing this beer. 

Off Color also brews the Field’s Tooth & 
Claw pilsner served at the museum, and the 
brewers work consistently with museum 
researchers on other upcoming beers. 

Try Wari at the museum’s Field Bistro ($j a 
pint) or grab a 6-pack in the gift shop ($i2p^).

Into It. Over It’s ^Standards* is Evan Weiss’ best yet 


From The Band’s 
“Music from Big 
Pink” to, more recent- 
ly, Bon Iver’s debut 
“For Emma, Forever 
Ago,” the “musician 
goes into the woods” 
album origin story has 
become so prevalent 
it’s fodder for The 
Onion: “Man Just 
Going To Grab Guitar 
And Old Four-Track, 
Go Out To Cabin In 
Woods, Make {Bleepliest Album Anyone’s 
Ever Heard.” 

For his excellent third album as Into It. 
Over It., Chicago’s Evan Weiss fleshed out 
what would become “Standards” in near- 
isolation at a northern Vermont cabin with his 
drummer/collaborator Joshua David Sparks. 
Proving why that album narrative is so com- 
mon, the seclusion had a rejuvenating effect 
on Mfeiss — this i2-song indie rock collection is 
his best work yet. 

It wasn’t just being away from civilization 


that made “Standards” his greatest achieve- 
ment; it’s producer John Vanderslice (Moun- 
tain Goats, Spoon). His analog-only approach 
forced Weiss to go with the flow and just play 
the parts, resulting in the most organically 
loose and natural sound. It’s less wonky than 
the noodling riffs of Into It. Over It.’s last 
album, “Intersections,” and prettier than the 
distorted, sometimes-harsh crunch of ion’s 
“Proper.” Just listen to some of the freewheel- 
ing guitar tones on “Standards” (namely the 
cathartic outro riff on “Closing Argument” 
and the gnarly fuzz emanating throughout the 
best song, “Who You Are ^ Where Ysu Are”) 
or Sparks’ frenetically precise drums (‘Adult 
Contempt,” “Vis Major”). 

Weiss’ biggest wins come from his almost 
novehst-like approach to setting a scene. The 
way he sings, “They wake up stiU uninspired 
with no regrets/Hungover and divorced, they 
torch their los like it’s kerosene” on “Open 
Casket” evocatively captures when your old 
friends are stuck in a rut. While his lyrics are 
always clever (see the “So low/Solo/All alone” 
turns of phrase on the aforementioned “Who 
You Are Where Yiu Are”), it’s rarely cloying.

When he changes the line, “I have the faintest 
recollection of us” to “fading,” it’s resonant 
without being sappy With these lyrics, Weiss’ 
warm tenor makes the album totally invit- 
ing. He sounds like Ben Gibbard if Gibbard 
weren’t Death Cab for Cutie’s frontman but 
the friend you talk to on the weekends about 
records, love and life. 

Throughout his career, which includes a 
resume of bands so lengthy it might crash 
Wikipedia (Pet Symmetry and Their/They’re/ 
There are especially worth your time), Weiss 
has struck gold with smart and relatable songs 


about figuring stuff out in your los. With 
every release, he’s gotten by on his relatable 
charm and savvy ear for careful arrangements. 
Though he might self-deprecatingly sing, 
“Born too late, I always find my interests 
remain intact just behind the times” (on lead 
single “No EQ”), “Standards” feels ahead of 
the curve.
